The Consumer Price Index for 
Philadelphia which had risen con­ 
tinuously from January through 
October, 1956, declined 0.3 per 
cent to 118.2 (1947-49—100) dur­ 
ing November, it was announced 
today by Robert R. Behlow, Reg­ 
ional Director of the U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Labor's Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. 


The decline occurred principal­ 
ly in foods ami housing. Trans­ 
portation,

care remained unchanged while 
reading and recreation and other 
goods and services showed very 
slight declines. 


All food groups except cereals 
and 
bakery

showed 
price drops. The largest declines 
were reported for oranges, down 
; 15 cents per dozen;

jcents per dozen; pork chops, 6 
cents per ib.; round steak, 5 cents 
per lb.; chuck roast. 4 cents per 
lb.; rib roast, 6 cents per lb.; 
chickens, frankfurters and Am­ 
erican Cheese all declined one 
cent per lb.
